Mor Bartos, designer and manu- 
facturer of furniture, has “brought 
suit against Alfred C. Bossom, Fifth 
avenue architect, In the Sixth Dis- 
trict Municipal Court, to recover $90 
and costs, claiming that he was en- 
gaged by Bossom to draw plans for 
the chair and to superintend its con- 
struction. The designer alleged that 
the architect promised him $300 for 
the work. He drew the plans and 
specifications, the complaint stated, 
and delivered them to Bossom, for 
the purpose of having the architect 
submit them to the President for 
approval. He heard nothing more 
about the plans or the chair, he 
charged, until he read of the presen- 
tation in the newspapers. ‘ 

Bartos further charged that Bos- 
som, after obtaining the plans and 
specifications, appropriated them to 
his own use and has taken full credit 
as designer of the now famous piece 
of furniture. 

In his answer to the complaint, 
the architect declared he paid Bar- 
tos $20 in “full settlement and satis- 
faction of all claims” on account of 
the designer’s work on the chair.

Meat animals, includ- 
ing cattle and hogs, also averaged 
higher in August than in July. In all 
commodity groups, except 
clothing, the statement said, there 
were decreases in prices ranging 
from 1 per cent in the case of build- 
ing materials to 4 per cent for met- 
Cloths and clothing showed no 
change in the general price level. 

Since August last year, farm prod- 
ucts have declined nearly 
cent, cloths and clothing 40 per cent 
and building materials 39 per cent.

In Article XII] of this series on 
, the Ku Klux Klan, the Post-Dispatch 
|}and the World printed a terroristic 
and lawless warning to the citizens 
| of Dallas, Tex., issued by the local 
lodge of the Knights of the Ku Klux 
| Klan, Inc., of which the authenticity 
was vouched for by the Rev. Caleb 
S. Ridley, imperial chaplain of the 
order, appointed to that position by 
Imperial Wizard Simmons. 

Having thus shown the indorse- 
ment given to lawlessness by two 
subordinate bodies of the order 
which has repeatedly claimed that it 
is the offspring and revival of the Ku 
Klux Klan and tradition of terroris- 
tic memory in the South, the Post- 
Dispatch records a large number of 
lawless acts of various kinds report- 
ed in the newspapers as having been 
committed in various parts of the 
United States since early in the year 
1921. 

Men have been forcibly taken from 
their homes and carried to lonely 
spots and beaten, tarred and feather- 
ed; women have been stripped of 
their clothing and tarred and feath- 
ered; men have been flogged and 
permanently mutilated for alleged 
immorality; parades of men carrying 
placards of warning have been held, 
similar warnings have been sent to 
individuals by mail or publicly post- 
ed in communities or offered to and 
sometimes accepted by newspapers 
for publication. 

In practically every instance of 
physical ‘violence, the criminal acts, 
according to the reports, have been 
perpetrated by masked men wearing 
white hoods and robes. The parad- 
ers have been similarly disguised and 
their warning placards heve stated 
that they were the Ku Klux Klan. 
The warnings conveyed in letters or 
publicly posted have been Initialled 
“K. K. K.,” or borne conspicuously 
| the signature, “Knights of the Ku

Nearly 50 Cases in Texas. 

In the State of Texas alone, in the 
last six months, nearly 50 cases have 
been reported, involving either vio- 
lent lawless action or threats of such 
action, and involving also either the 
Ku Klux Klan or masked individuals 
or mobs, as follows: 

March 17, Houston—A. V. Hop- 
kins, prominent business man, kid- 
naped, taken to point outside city, 
whipped and warned to leave city. 
He left town next day. Hopkins 
was called from a business meeting 
by his assailants. 


April 1090, Houston—J. S. Allen, 
Houston attorney, taken from crowd- 
ed downtown street into the country 
and given coat of tar and feathers. 
He was then returned to the city 
and dumped from an auto in the 
middle of the business section, mude, 
except for tar and feathers. 

April 15, Dallas—Bill Harris, ne- 
gro bell boy, Kidnaped and taken 
from town into woods, where hé¢ re- 
ceived a severe beating from masked 
Klansmen and was told to keep quiet, 
and did so. Harris was accused of 
insulting a white woman. 

May 20, Dallas—Ku Klux Klans, 
numbering 1000 mounted and hooded 
members, paraded through streets 
while crowds cheer. Klansmen car- 

‘od flery cross and American flag 
side by side. 

May 22, Dallas — John Moore, 
white, aged 30. seized'in home by 
masked men, taken to outskifts, 
stripped of clothing and lashed with 
horsewhip. Brought back to city and 
dumped into crowded street. Some 
in party insisted on killing Moore, 
but leader protested. Moore was ac- 
cused of having attacked a 12-year- 
old white girl. He fled from town 
afterward. 

May 27, Sour Lake—J. J. de Vere, 
Justice of the Peace, wripped, tarred 
and feathered by citizens supposed to 
have come from Liberty. Sour Lake 
citizens threaten to retallate. Six or 
seven Sour Lake citizens received let- 
ters signed by “K. K. K.” warning 
them to leave town or face punish- 
ment. 

Three Doctors Victime. 
May 20, Beaumont—Dr. J. S. Paul

Newspaper 
reporters were invited to attend and 
did so. (Full responsibility in the 
Paul case was officially assumed by 
the Beaumont lodge of the incorpo- 
rated Ku Klux order.)

Haizlip warned to leave or face simi- 
lar deal, and both he and Paul left. 
June 10, Brenham-——Dr. R. H. Len- 
nert seized by eight masked men and 
taken nine miles from Brenham, 
where he received a coat of tar and 
feathers. The Kliansmen, it is said, 
accused him of disloyalty during the 
war. Lennert denied this charge, 
saying he was barn and reared in 
Texas and that he had bought $1800 
worth of Liberty bonds. He is mar- 
ried and has three children. 
June 16, Dallas—Well known citi- 
zen whose name was not published 
received the following notice signed 
“K. K. K.” “It is suggested that the 
climate of Texas is unhealthy for a 
man of your character.” That was 
all. After the recipient investigated 
‘and learned the letter was genuine 
he thought it was enough. Hé de- 
parted at once for Arigona.

June 20, Goose Creek, tear Hous- 
ton—B. L. Bloodsworth' and Olan’ 
Jones, ollfield- workers, kidnapped, 
tarred and feathered. Bloodisworth 
first taken back to town and Aumped 
from a car, and later Jones Was re- 
turned and spilled out. Both victims 
sad they received hearings as un- 
desirables and were found guilty. 
A placard was placed on the back of 
each anouncing to the world that 
they were public nuisances. They 
were warned to leave and did so. 

June 21. Wharton—Henry Schultz, 
whipped, tarred and feathered after 
kidnaping. He was riding a horse 
into town when four men in an au- 
tomobile seized him and conveyed 
him to the spot where a larger band 
awaited with tar and feathers. 

Left tin Roadway. 

June 26. Yoakum—A white man 
who was a citizen here for 20 years, 
tarred, feathered and found bound 
and blindfolded on road. He refused 
to discuss the case. ; 

June 21. Dallas—Edward Engers, 
filling station proprietor, flogged by 
masked men. He asked State and 
Federal officers to investigate the at- 
tack, but on July 2 Engers was 
indicted for aggravated assault, bur- 
glary, threats to beat wife and 
threats to murder. 

June 28. Austin—Judge J. R. Ham- 
ilton of Criminal District Court or- 
ders investigation by grand jury into 
Ku Klux Klaft. Nothing developed. 

July 1. Fort Worth—White man, 
taken from his home at night and 
received 20 lashes for mistreating 
wife. His wife pleaded that the men 
spare his life and they promised 
only to whip him. This man prayed 
as he was whipped, admitted that he 
had treated his wife and children 
wrongly and promised to lead a bet- 
ter life. For this reason the Kian 
refused to tell his name in order to 
give him a chance to make good. 
They are now watching his home. 

July 6. Palestine—Ku Klux Klan 
organized here and 1000 men wear- 
ing Klan uniforms paraded through 
the streets with banners and torches. 

July 8. San Antonio—Henry Ad- 
ams, gardner for the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad; seized by masked 
party at Glidden, near here. He re- 
ceived scalp wounds and bruises. He 
was seized while in station lunch- 
room, taken in a car into the coun- 
try and thrown into a pasture. One 
of the party threw a flashlight in

Irwin, an archdeacon of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, at the 
close of his evening service. took 
him to the woods, stripped him, 
whipped him and coated him with 
tar and feathers, placed him in a 
sack, and dumped him into the 
street. 


Bishop Cameron Mann of the 
Southern Florida Diocese went to 
Miami to investigate, and reported 
to the Presiding Bishop of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church of the Uni- 
ted States: 

“About the middle of the after- 
noon, while I was consulting with the 
Mayor and the Circuit Judge, the 
commander of the loca) post of the 
American Legion came in and stated 
that he had reliable information that 
if Archdeacon Irwin remained in the 
city he would be lynched. He 
therefore asked that Archdeacon 
Irwin should leave the city that aft- 
ernoon.”’ 


The charge made by the mob and 
deneid both by Irwin his Bishop, 
wa sthat the clergyman had been 
preaching ‘racial equality” and “in- 
termarriage”’ to negro audiences. At 
the request of the local officials and 
with the consent of Bishop Mann, 
Archdeacon Irwin and his daughter 
left Miami that afternoon and went 
to New York.

MOSCOW .—The office of the 


chairman of the Council of the Peo- 
ple’s Commissar, Nicolai Lertine, is 


one of the old Kremlin buildings. It | 


is not a luxurious place for the-of- 


' 


fice of the dominating figure in a, 


Government which belongs to more 
than 150,000,000 people, but, while 
unostentatious, it is practical and 
comfortable. 

We passed the close scrutiny of a 
sentinel at the door, and were finally 
admitted to a very tiny elevator and 
ascended several floors. There .we 
were met by another alert and pains- 
taking sentry, who passed us on to 
another, and then I proceeded, with- 


, out my interpreter, through séveral 


large rooms, 
other fentries until I reached’ the 
outer office of Mr. Lenine. 

Lenine is one of the most inter- 
esting and brilliant of men who have 
come to power in all history. He is 
not of noble, but of humble origin. 
The Russians insist upon this point. 
His father was a land-owning farm- 
er of extraordinary ability, who rose 
almost as high in the civil service of 
the Czar as it was possible for one 
to rise, his rank corresponding to 
that of a general officer in the army. 
He was made Minister of Education 
in the Volga district of Russia, but 
although this position carried the 
title of a noble, the nobility so con- 
ferred was not hereditary . 

His Brother Executed. 

This man had sons who inherited 
his talents, but they early became in- 
terested in the revolutionary move- 
ment. The oldest was executed for 
being implicated in a revolutionary 
plot when the present leader of Rus- 
sia was a boy of 9 years of age. The 
impression upon this boy of 9 made 
by his brother's execution was pro- 
found and he was early, even as a 
student, courageously opposing the 
Government. At 19 he had become 
both a brilliant writer and an orator 
of note, even in this country of dis- 
tinguished orators. 
activities won him exile to Siberia, 
where he served for several years, 
working there on the monumental 
work, which he published 
early twenties, on the economic de- 
velopment of Russia. Since that 
time he has written much on both 
economic and philosophic subjects, 
including a book on the industrial 
and economic development in the 
United States. 

All these works are monuments to 
his intellectual power. But, like 
Trotzky, he is more than a student, 
writer, economist and orator, and 
has become a great executive, a 
leader of men, a statesman of the 
first rank. Slightly over 60, he is yet 
youthful in body and mind, for he 
continues to grow. . 

Has Keen Secnse of Humor. 

I saw him at a time when he had 
been meeting most unusual demands 
made upon his time and strength be- 
cause of the presence of many visit- 
ing delegates in Moscow, but he was 
not weary and jaded in appearance. 
As I went in he greeted me with a 
genial smile, the bubbling up of good 
nature. This serious-minded man 
who dared the wrath of the Czar, 
fought absolutism, endured. exile, 


faced death, who for a time, until he | 


began to be really known, had _ to 
bear contumely, abuse and malig- 
nant hatred of the great countries 
of the world, has never lost his sense 
of humor, his boyish love of fun, his 
generous benevolence, his burning 
ambition to make the world a place 
of larger opportunity for all the toll- 
ing millions who have never had a 
chance. 

All who know Lenine, the 
men who have confronted death with 
him, the weak and oppressed who 
have looked to him for succor, love 
this man, so simple, so natural, 80 
quick to understand and to respond 
to an opportunity for service. He

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SAYS COAST PROBLEMS 
SHOULD BE DISCUSSED 


Japanese Official Would Insist 
on Taking Up Matters Af- 
fecting Mexico. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Sept. 19.—Japan should 
insist on discussing at the Washing- | 
ton conference late this autumn not 
only questions regarding the Far 
East, but also matters affecting the 
American coast, including Mexico 
and also Australia, says Viscount 
Takaaki Kato, president of the Ken- 
seil-Kai, or opposition party, in a 
statement issued here. 

The withdrawal of fortifications 
from all islands in the Pacific, the 
neutralization of the Panama Canal, 
the removal of limitations on coast- 
wise trade throughout the world and 
the settlement of racial discrimina- 
tion on the principle of the co-exist- 
ence of mankind and the spirit of 
justice and humanity should be in- 
cluded in Japan's proposals at the 
conference, in the opinion of the na- 
tional policy investigation associa- 
tion. This body was organized to 
educate the public concerning the 
conference. 

Seven professors are leaders of the 
association, and before the war with 
Russia the same men formed a sim- 
ilar organization for furthering the 
spirit of patriotism. On that occa- 
sion they were assisted by many of 
the leading publicists of Japan. 

In addition to the above demands, 
the association believes self-defense 
armaments should be reduced to the 
minimum. The organization also 
urges that the sovereignty and integ- 
rity of China should be respected and 
that all her customs rights should be 
restored. It holds that the right of 
Siberian people to govern themselves 
should be recognized and that the 
“open door” should be inaugurated 
in all countries touching the Pa- 
cific. 

The army and navy advisory dele- 
gates going to Washington confer- 
ence will sail on the steamship Ko- 
rea Maru on Oct. 1. The Jijfi Shimpo 
says that the Japanese military au- 
thorities insist that this country must 
maintain an army of 21 divisions;

Valera telegraphed to Premier Lioyd 
George today, asking whether 
George's letter of Sept. 7 was intend- 
ed as “a demand for a surrender on 
our part or an invitation to a con- 
ference free on both sides and with- 
out prejudice should an, agreement 
not be reached.” 

The Premier's note of Sept. 7, in 
part said: “The principle of govern- 
ment by the consent of the governed 
is the foundation of the British con- 
stitutional development, but we can- 
not accept as a basis of a practical 
confernce an interpretation of that 
principle which would commit us to 
any demands you might present, even 
to the extent of setting up a republic 
and repudiating the crown. You 
must be aware that a conference on 
such a basis is impossible.” 

De Valera says that, if the latter is 
meant, the Sinn Fein confirms its acs 
ceptance of the invitation to a con- 
ference and its delegates are ready 
to "meet the British representatives 
any time in the immediate future. 

Text of De Valera Telegram. 

De Valera’s telegram read: 

“Your telegram makes it 
clear that jmisunderstandings are 
more likely to increase than di- 
minish and the cause of peace is 
more likely to be retarded than ad- 
vanced by the continuance of the 
present correspondence. 

“We request you, therefore, to 
state whether your letter of Sept.
